Those with design will only be assessed to that criterion.  Rationale – design is a special case of work 
process control applied to engineering activities.  It is expected that all divisions will have some design.  Even 
CD may have network design as an example.

 AC minutes contain link for FNAL contractual obligation to DOE Orders – note: there is a legend for Order 
applicability abbreviations, e.g. NA - not applicable, PA - partially applicable, etc.
